1B<£ it therefore CUnacteb by The KING’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, THAT every man, except as 
hereinafter excepted, between the ages of twenty-one years and 
sixty years, residing in any county in Ireland, who shall have in his 
own name or in trust for him, within the same county, Ten 
pounds by the year above reprizes in lands or tenements, or in rents 
issuing out of any lands or tenements, or in lands, tenements and 
rents taken together, in fee simple, fee tail, or for the life of himself 
or some other person or persons, or who shall have within the same 



county Fifteen pounds by the year above reprizes, in lands or tene- 
ments held by lease or leases for an absolute term of years, of 
which Fifteen years at the least shall be unexpired, or for a term of 
Sixty-one years or more determinable on any life or lives, shall be 
qualified and shall he liable to serve on Juries for the trial of all 
issues joined in any of the King's Courts of Record in Dublin, and 
in all courts of Assize, Nisi Prius, Oyer and Terminer and Gaol 
Delivery, such issues being respectively triable in the county in 
which every man so qualified respectively shall reside, and shall 
also be qualified and liable to serve on Grand Juries in Courts of 
Sessions of the Peace, and on Petty Juries for the trial of all issues

registered, and who shall follow no secular occupation except that of 
a schoolmaster, producing a certificate of some Justice of the peace 
of their having taken the oaths and subscribed the declaration required 
by law ; all serjeants and barristers at law actually practising; all j 0 
members of the society of doctors of law and advocates of the civil 
law actually practising ; all attornies, solicitors and proctors duly 
admitted in any court of law or equity, or of ecclesiastical or 
admiralty jurisdiction in which attornies, solicitors and proctors have 
usually been admitted actually practising, and having duly taken 15 
pj.it their annual certificates ; all officers of any such courts actually 
exercising the duties of their respective offices; all coroners, gaolers, 
and keepers of houses of correction ; all members and licentiates of 
the King aud Queen’s College of Physicians in Ireland actually 
practising, and all other physicians actually practising; all surgeons 20 
being members of one of the Royal Colleges of Surgeons in London, 
Edinburgh , or Dublin , and actually practising ; all apothecaries 
certificated by the Court of Examiners of the Governor and Com- 
pany of the Apothecaries Hall of the city of Dublin, and actually 
practising ; all officers in His Majesty's Navy or Army on full pay ; 25 
all officers of customs aud excise ; all sheriffs officers, high con- 
stables and parish clerks ; all postmasters general and their deputies, 
and all other persons employed and acting in the service of His 
Majesty’s post office; all treasurers, inspectors of Grand Jury ac- 
counts, secretaries of Grand Juries, and collectors of baronies, shall 30 
be and are hereby absolutely freed and exempted from being re- 
turned and from serving upon any Juries or Inquests whatsoever,
